Theater last Saaday aight waa charac- 
terized by one of the largeat public de- 
monstrations of the Andent Order of 
Hibernians and the Irish-American citi- 
zens of Ivouisville known for years in 
this city. The day was an ideal one for 
the event, and the fact that it was a day 
of rest from labor and that Mayor Grain- 
ger was to preside contributed largely to 
the increaaed aamber that filled every 
foot of availabia apaea ia the theater.

He dwelt at length upon the 
characteriatica of the Irldi race, thdr 
lova of Jnatloe aad fraiteu for all aa- 
tions; their glorloua past and what had 
been done by Trishmea for true Chris- 
tianity in every clime dace the daya ot 
glorious St. Patrick. 

I-'ather Rock devoted some time to the 
discussion of the soul-iuspiring music of 
Ireland, which still stands unrivaled, and 
urged upon his hearers the advantages of 
its study in prefsraaca to the ragtime 
atnfl of the praaaat day. Ha aiaatioaad 
aevatal of tba laaioa* Iriah soaga aad 
bdlada aad lamented that they were aot 
to be found on the programmes of that 
grandest of Irish organi/:itions, the 
Andent Or<ler of Hibernians, when hon- 
oring the patron saint of their order 
and of Ireland. His remarks were given 
close attention and made a laating im- 
preadon on the miada of his heafara.

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LABOR LBQISLATION. 

The XcgUttm* hM tdjwrnwl 
after a session in which much time 
was wasted in factional wratiglinK, 
with which we have nothinK to do 
further than to remark with every- 
body else that the time might have 
been put to better use. Labor's 
representatives, after earnest and 
persistent effort, pull in the drag 
net and find something in it this 
time. There are bills prohibiting 
child labor, providing for a Labor 
Commissioner and assistant, mak- 
ing Labor day • legal holiday and 
a few others in which labor was 
interested. We did not get all we 
wanted, nor are the bills that 
passed just what wis desired. 

The bill requiring the union label 
on State printing, for which the 
Typographical Union has been 
fighting for fifteen yeers, would 
have passed had it reached a vote. 
It was caught in a pocket in the 
stretch and lacked the two>thirds 
vote to pall it out and bring it up 
for action. This was due in a 
great measure to a lack of unity in 
its support at the start, which gave 
its opponents the advantage of 
time, which they utilized and en 
abled them under the rules of the 
House, though in the minority, to 
defeat the bill by preventing a vote 
on it, thus wresting a hard fought 
and justly earned victory from the 
nnion printers and the friends of 
all labor organizations. 

Workingmen, however have 
cause for congratulation that this 
session of the Legistetme was not, 
aa ttStul, fruitless. They have 
broken the ice in Kentucky and 
made a beginning. They put up a 
united fight toward the doae of the 
aeasion that will entitle them to 
more respect hereafter. They 
were uugbt a lesson, which if 
heeded and followed insures suc- 
cess in securing legislation in the 
future; that is, by a united effort, 
begun in time and persistently ad- 
hered to, they can get what they 
want. Had they been as united 
and earnest at the beginning as 
they were in the closing days of 
the aeaaion every hibor UU would 
have passed. They should arrange 
to do completely in future wliat 
was done in part during this legis- 
lative session, and they should 
begin to arrange for it as soon as 
possible, for it will require time 
and money. 

Fhrat the ofBdal list should be 
prepared of the votes for and 
against the labor bills, also the 
course of State officials and poli- 
tidana on these issues, and these 
furnished every labor organization 
in the State to keep conveniently 
for reference, so that workingmen 
will remember their friends snd not 
forget their enemies. Every elec- 
tion campaign should be watched 
and every opponent of labor 
matter what his politicti or in vmat 
part of the State should l)e defeated 
if possible. Messrs. Holland and 
Reichert, for imtance, who defeated 
the union label bill and opposed the 
labor measures generally, should be 
made an example of in this respect. 
Arrangement Should be made for 
conference on labor matters and 
preparation of bills so that all inter- 
ested agree and unite in their sup- 
port before being sent to the Legto- 
latnre. Then when the Legisla- 
ture mejits, esublish a labor head- 
qoarienftobe awMitaincd the en- 
tire season in dMhrge of representa- 
tives able to advocate and defend 
the measures and to hustle and 
push them through. This will 
take time; begin now and there 
will be plenty of time. It will cost 
money; let every labor organiza- 
tion in the State levy a small 



monthly per capita tax fbr the pur- 
pose, and by the time it is needed 
the aggregate amount will be suffi- 
cient. 

Organized labor in the State, 
fortunately, is in shape to do this 
by earnestly completing its organi- 
zation in bringing doaer together 
and in thorough working the 
trades unions, the local central 
bodiei and the State federation. 
Do this as soon as possible— the 
earlier the better — and with the 
organization complete the prelimi- 
naries can be amtngtd and the 
campaign carried to success. 
There is plenty of time, but the 
more time the more thorough the 
preparation, the more united the 
body, the more money can be 
raised and the more likelihood of 
success. 



BXTRBMBS. 



Kxfravagance is burdensome, but 
too much economy is as bad, since 
we get nothing and yet pay dearly 
for it. The Uwt City Council car- 
ried out the economy idea for two 
years with results wholly different 
from what they intended. The 
people were deprived of conve- 
niences and protection; litigation 
followed, with decisions against the 
city: services not rendered had to 
be paid for anyhow, with costs and 
attorneys' fees added; the entire 
city business was interrupted and 
confused, and instead of curtailing 
expenses they are greatly increased 
with no benefit to the city. The 
last case is that of the police, on 
whom the Council in 1899-1900 
tried economy by reducing the ap 
propriation and salaries, causing a 
reduction of the force, which the 
courts reversed, and now Judge 
Toncy decides that all the police 
are entitled to full pay with in- 
terest fbr that year, though many 
of them were not on duty for weeks. 
Add to this costs of the cases and 
r.ttorncys' fees, snd where does the 
economy come in? Besides, dturlng 
that year the city was deprived of 
police service for which it has to 
pay more than if the police had 
been on duty. 



WHY THEY STOPPED. 

When the British stopped using 
lyddittf shells in the Boer war the 
English claimed it was in the in- 
terest of humanity that the deadly 
missile was relegated. Recent pub- 
licatkm of British teats of lyddite, 
coupled with the fact that its effect 
on the Boers was not as great as 
expected, give another and opposite 
reason why it is not used. These 
tests show that lyddite is io de- 
structive that it can not be con- 
trolled; that its effects extend over 
a radius of a square mile, rebound- 
ing and refracting, often doing 
more injury at the point of dis- 
charge than where the shell struck. 
Thus when used in South Africa, 
while comparatively few Boers were 
killed, the number of British 
stunned, blinded, deafened, para- 
lyzed, and property wredcad within 
British lines was alarming. Tests 
in the British navy show like un- 
satisfactory naulta. So lyddite will 
not be used in the British army and 
navy— not because of its deadly 
effects on the enemy, but its dis- 
aster to the User. So much for the 
plea of humanity. 

THAT TRBATY. 

Perio^Ucally we read dispatches 

about the threatening situation in 
China. There is to be a revolt in 
Korea; Russia is trespassing on 
nentrbl territory in Manchuria; 



London. As none of Urmc reports 
hsve been veltfied, but, on the con- 
trary, Russia and Japan have con- 
cluded a treaty covering their re 
spective Interests in the 1^ Bast 
entirely satisfactory to them and all 
other Governments except Eng- 
land, it would seem those dispatches 
from London are periodical spells 
of "th<; wish being father to the 
thought," occasioned by the real- 
ization that in the Far East, as 
e v er y where ehx nowadays. Bng- 
land is being left in the lurch, and 
no one is silly enough to pull her 
chestnuts out of the fire. Japan, 
instead of allowing Bnghind tn dic- 
tate her course, has attended to her 
own business without even letting 
Bngland know of it. Hence the 
surpriae and diaappofaitment in Lon- 
don over the Russia-Japati treaty. 
That treaty precludes war between 
Russia and Japan, unless one or the 
other violates It, and neMMr is 
likely to do ao to gratify England. 

A London diqiatch saya the 

wearing of the green on St. Pat- 
rick's day was not as popular as 
usual in that dty because of the 
pro-Boer utterances of Irishmen on 
receipt of the news of Methuen's 
defeat. So far as the jingoes are 
concerned this ia true; but the real 
cauae of unpopularity of the green 
in government circles is the mani- 
fest growth and strength all over 
Great Britain, and right in London, 
of the aentiment favorable to jus 
tice to Ireland and disapproving 
the pillage and slaughter of the 
Boers. The wearing of the green 
in Great Britain meant both those 
"treasonable" sentiments this year, 
and it was more universal than evtr 
known in Bngland anl Scotland, 
where the Irish League and 
kindred organizations held public 
meetings, listened to and applauded 
speeches not pleasing to the op- 
pressors of St. Patrick's people and 
the Boers. Indeed, the innocent 
little shamrock, representing what 
it did this year, was not popuhur— 
hut very unpopular— to the jingoes 
of London.

Thom^ quite long for onr oolnmna, 
we believe our readers will appreciate 
the following eloquent and brilliant 

address delivered by Hon. Matt 
O'Dobcrty at the St. I'atiick's day cele- 
bration of the Ancient Order of Hiber- 
nians of this city : 

Ladies and Gentlemen : The sentiments 
which the recurrence of the feast day of 
Ireland'a glorioua apostle arouses in the 
hearta of Iriahmen are at once aacred and 
anblinM— lacrcd in ao far aa they relate 
to Ireland'a paat, aublime aa tb^ relate 
to Ireland'a future; a paat without re- 
proach, the sure pledge of a future with- 
out a stain. We have been charged, and 
perhaps with some justice, with dwelling 
too much in and upon the past, but have 
our critics always considered as carefully 
as critics should do how precious Ire- 
land's glorioua paat ia and ahould be to 
the Ixlab race? We aiay be permitted to 
at leaat donbt that th^ have They are 
uanally of the atllltariaa adiool, awa to 
whom aaatiaiCBt ia an abomin^tioa and 
whoae highest ecstacy cornea from the 
seraphic contcmp'lation of jjounds, shil- 
lings and pence, or as we call it on this 
side of the Atlantic, of the mighty dollar. 

A nation without a past worth recalling 
is poor indeed; a nation without s past to 
be proud of, but false to or forgetful of it, 
ia a moral bankrupt, and thia^ whatever 
onr ntilitarian fiienda may aay to the 
contrary, ia by far the worat aort of bank- 
ruptcy. All history waraa ua it but pre- 
sages decay, dissolution and death. We 
can not if we would, and would not if w% 
could, forget the glorious past of the 
land of our fathers. Like the skies of 
Ireland, her history is full of sunshine 
and storm. Fortunately the memories 
which cluster around the name of Patrick 
carry us back to skies full of annshine, 
and although in making onr mental 
retraapect oentnrica of almoat oeaae- 
leaa storm muat be encountered, we are 
none the leaa able to appreciate the splen- 
dor of the viaion wUch rises before us 
when we behold a whole nation led by 
the hand of Patrick a willing captive \ 
from the darkness of paganism to the 
light of Christian truth, and this, too, 
without the shedding of a drop of human 
blood. There is no fact better atteated 
in history than that paraecntioa or pro- 
scription for conaeienoa aake narar baa 
been and I bopanevar will baanconraged 
by Iriahmen. 

It is their proud boast that, whether 
pagan or Christian, although deeply re- 
ligious, tlicy were never intolcMnt. Pat- 
rick was not therefore like the apostles of 
so many other lands, called uihiii to seal 
his mission with his blood. Our pagan 
cestors received the glad tidings of the 
gospel from his lipa willingly and with 
grateful hearta. He lived to see Chris- 
tian chnrohea and acboola take the place 
of the templea of pagan , wonhip all 
through Ireland; to see religious houses, 
monasteries and convents start up as if 
by niajjic from one end of the island to 
the other, to look long before tlie en<l of 
his days had come upon a people Chris- 
tianized through his ministry and des 
tined in God's providence to carry the 
faith which he brought them to the 
utiamtoat bonnda of tba earth. 

Men whose unaided reaaon had taught 
thein to worship as the source of life and 
light tile most glorious of (IcmI's visible 
works, the sun, needed but a suj^gestion 
to cany Iheir minds to the knowledge 
and contemplation of its Creator. It is 
not from all this to be inferred that St. 
Patrick succeeded without great labor 
and sacrifice upon his part in accom- 
pliabing reanlta ao aatonnding. Difficnl- 
tiea, indeed, many and great, were aa- 
eonntered. The Dndda, with whom he 
had to contend, and who wielded such 
powerful influence in pagan Ireland, 
were men of great learning, devoutly at- 
tached to the religion of their country 
and ready to make any sacrifice in its 
defense. They met St. Patrick; they 
listened to him, they debated with him, 
not captionaly, like the Pharisees who 
hang upon the footatepe of Onr Lord that 
they might enanare Him in Hia apeeeh, 
bnt manfully and openly, aa mien do who 
seek to know the tmth and are ready to 
accept it when it is placed before them. 

To the spiritually inclined, active and 
analytical mind of the Celt it was com- 
paratively easy to demonstrate that there 
muat be a self-existing, uncreated first 
cause, and that the first cause so existing 
must be of Infinite power, intelligence 
and love. It waa only when the apoatte 
weat farther and prop need to tbair belief 
tba myatary of myatarka, Ood'a revda^ 
tioa of Hia own nature, eontaiaod ia the 
doctrine of the Trinity, that revolt waa 
threatened. We are told that on one oc- 
casion, while expounding and defending 
this greatest mystery of the Christian re- 
ligion, St. Patrick, to enforce his argu- 
ment and to illustrate the great truth 
which no human mind or angelic intelli- 
gence has ever been able to comprehend, 
plucke<1 a shamrock from the sod beneath 
hia feet and raiaiqg it before hia aaton- 
iahed and delighted andience, aaked 
them to behold in ita tripple leavea, con- 
atituting one ahamrock, nature's sugges- 
tion, if not explanation, of the truth 
which he had announce! them, three 
divine persons, each coequal, coeternal, 
distinct, yet but one Co<l. It is to this 
interesting circumstam e in the life of St. 
Patrick one of Ireland's most gifted poets 
alludes in one of his sweetest poems: 
"St. Patrick found upon the aod 
Thia emblem of our triple God, 

And tanglit na by tJie ahamrock 
How one in three diatinct may ahine. 
Yet three in one as leaves combine 
And their joint blessings intertwine — 

'Tis a lesson from the shamrock." 
We love to read in the pages of Irish 
history of the peace, happiness and pros- 
perity which followed the establishment 
of Christianity in the land. From the 
death of St. Patrick at the close of the 
fifth century down to the Danish inva- 
sion at the close of the eighth, Ireland 
was, without doubt the moat peaceful, 
proaperona and enlightened country in 
the world. The teamed and the learning 
of the world found shelter and protection 
in her schools when the savage hordes 
from the north, aweeping down upon the 



Roman aaiphw, wiped from the face of J 
Europe almoat every trace of Roman 
civilisation and Roman lett^ Aa aooa , 
aa the storm which accompanied the fktl 

of the Roman empire had subsided, Irish I 
missionaries, the spiritual children of St. j 
Patrick, inheritors of his /ea! and of his 
apostolic .spirit, went forth to every part | 
of Europe. They were heard in the 
forests of Germany, by the banks of the , 
Rhine, in Italy, France, Spain and 
Poland. It waa dniing thia, the Angua- 
tinian age of Iriah bMoty. that Ireknd 
became known throughout the world aa 
tba I aland of Sainta and of Learning. 

Ireland'a prond record in this regard 
does not reat alone nor even chiefly upon 
the leslitnony of Irish historians. Were 
it so, there might be some ground for 
saying that it is more highly colored 
than the facts of history warrant. The 
testimony, however, comes in most 
abundant measures from historians of 
#jMldwida reputation who can not be ao 
ianeh aa aaa p a c tad «f partiality to Ire- 
bind. 

Camden, the great Bnglish Proteatant 
historian and scholar of the seventeenth 
century, the author of "Urittania," a 
work which has been called "the stfn 
whereat modern Ivnglish historians have 
lighted their little tapers," but vies with 
bia atill more iUnatrions and distin- 
gniahrd Catholic oonntnrman of the 
aeventh century, the venerable Bede, in 
teatifying to the pre-eminence of Iriah 
learning and aanctity in thoaa agea. We 
have it upon the authority of Camden 
that for generations the nobility of Eng- 
land an<l of other luiropean countries 
sent their children to Ireland to Ix- edu 
cated; that the unrivaled schools of Ire- 
land were open and free, not only to her 
own students, but totboaa aa wdl from 
all other landa. ! 

Lest I sbonld be cbai;^ with orar- 
stating tba oaae, I will Ijlve yoa Oam- 
den'a own worda: "The fHadplee of St. 
Patrick made ao greai progre as in 
Christianity that in the following age 
Ireland was called the Island of Saints, 
and none could be more holy or learned 
than the Irish monks lx>th in their own 
country and Britain, who sent swarms of 
most holy men into all I-'urope. To 
them Luxorium in Burgundy, Bohense 
in Italy. Hornepolis in Pianconia, St. 
GaUnain Helvetia, Malapahnria in Un- 
denfaine, and many othe^ monaateriea in 
Britain owe their origin.' The following 
sainta were from Ireland: Celius, Sedu- 
lu«. Presbyter, Columba, Columbanus, 
Colmanus, Aidanus, OalUis, Kileanus, 
Madulphus, Brendanus and many others 
who were renowned for their sancity and 
le<<rning. Our Anglo Saxons, " Camden 
continues, "at that time flocked to Ire- 
land aa if to purchase goods. Hence it is 
frequently read in our biatoriea on holy 
men ha baa been aent' to Ireland to 
school." 

In the life of Selgenus we read: 
"Moved by the example of our fathers 
for a love of reading he went to the 
Iriah, renowned for their philosophy. 
I'rom the Irish our ancient English an- 
cestors appear to have received their 
metho<i of making letters and obvioualy 
made use of the aame chanctera whieb 
the Iriah now make nae of." 

The testimony of Camden, which I 
have just read, is in atrict accord with 
Ihe testimony of the venerable Bede 
written almost a tlioiisand years before. 
I will place their evidence side by side 
before you, so that you may compare it 
and see bow well they agree. "This 
country," says Bede, "preiied upon Ire- 
land Ukewlae with like earaage. There 
wata in it at that time maay noblaa and 
gentry from among the BngUah who in 
the time of Biahopa Finanna and Col- 
manus, having withdrawn themselves 
thither for either the sake of divine study 
or to lead more chaste lives, some gave 
themselves up to monastic life, ami 
others attended in the monasteries to 
hear the professors. All of them the 
Scots moat freely admitted and supplied 
them gntia with daily anatenanoe, with 
hooka and m^ateia." 

So it ia pretty evidaat* aa yon may 
readily aee^ that at leaat 1,300 yeara 
before the "little red schoolhouae" 
became the emblem of fanaticism and 
bigotry in .Xmerica, Irish Roman Cath- 
olics had established free schools in Ire- 
land, not only for their own use and 
benefit, but for that of all from whatever 
country who might deaire to drink (lee]> 
of the fountain of learning. The evi- 
dence of the two great Uatoclaaa which 
I have read to yon is corroborated by the 
teatimony of the Proteatant Ardibiishop 
of Armagh, one of the greateat acholan 
and historians the Church of England 
has ever produced, the celebrated James 
I'sher. "Ireland," says I'sher, "at that 
time was pre-eminent above every king- 
dom of Europe for her pursuits in relig- 
ion and learning." 

McGeoghegan in his well known his- 
tory quotes the following extract from an 
old epiatle upon Ireland by Uaher: "What 
an aUe poet haa written dl bia own coun- 
try can be more fitly appUadto onr Sco- 
tia. While rude Man waa diaturbing 
Latium and the world, this waa the only 
country which hospitably received the 
muses that were expelled. From her 
Charles transferred the wis<Iom of Greece 
and of Latium to the Celtea, and from her 
he Obtained the doctors and instructors of 
the uninatructed youth. Notkerus Bal- 
bua, a monk of St. Gall, who wrote the 
hiatioo' and life of Cbarlaa tba Great 
aevanty yaaia after faJa daatb, dearly 
provaa tbat the above doctoca bad been 
brought from Ireland." Again in hia 
celebrated syllogisms Usher writes: "In 
these happy days, when the lilM;ral 
sciences flourished in Ireland above every 
other country two Scots came from Hi- 
bernia with British merchants to Gaul. 
One of them, named Clement, was ap- 
pointed to settle at Paris." 

In the light of the splendid teatimony 
which I have juat read and which ia but 
a email part of what might be introduced 
on the aubject, are not aome of the 
alleged biatcffians of our dajr who affect 
to regard as mythical the Story of Ire- 
land's ancient glory rather to be pitied 
for their ignorance than condemned for 
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their malioe. Name, if you can, aaoag 
the whole tribe of aeribUen and hire, 
lings one whom any acholar would think 
of classing with a Bede, a Camden or an 

I'sher. It is little to be wondereil at that ! 
this glorious jieriod, which has lieen 
called Ireland's golden age, sluiuld have 
been the delight and the inspiration of 
her poets, orators and historians. Who 
has not felt the thrill of Moore's magnifi- 
cent appeal : 

"Let Erin remember the daya of old. 
Ere her faithleea aona betrayed her; 

When Malachi won the collar of gold. 
Which be won from the prood invader. 

When her Kinga witk ataadaid of green 
unfurled 

I.^d the Red Branch Knights to danger; 
Kre the emerald gem of the Western 
world 

Was set in the crown of a stranger. 

"On Lough N'eaf»h's bank, as the fisher- 
man strays, 
When the clear, cold eve's declining. 
He sees the round towers of other days 

In the wave beneath him ahining; 
Tbua ahall memory oftaa in drtaau anb- 
lima, 

Catch a gllmpaa of Uie dajra ttut are 
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Thus aighing look thronCh the wavaa of 

time 

For the long faded gloriea they cover." 

Her \inconc|uered and unconquerable 
spirit is as true to the cause of liberty, 
ju.stice and humanity today as ever it 
was. She is as bold and outspoken on 
behalf of the brave Dutch burghers of 
the Transvaal today as she was bold and 
outspoken on behalf of Washington and 
his followera in 1776. . She, indeed, has 
made no compromiae with diahonor. 
Her repreaantativaa in the Britiah Parlia- 
ment have denounced the barbarity of 
the British forces in South Africa; have 
held their .savagery up to the execration 
of mankind, just as h'dmund Burke in 
the same Parliament and Orattan and 
others in the Irish parliament denouiiceil 
Britah barbarity to the American colo- 
nists more than a century ago. Ireland 
cheers the Boera today aa ahe did Amer- 
ica in 78 and 181S, aod thia, too, 
although than, as now, the British Gov- 
ernment wonld gladly have pntdiaaed her 
silence by almoat aay price ahe might 
name. In bia Iriah soldier's address to 
Columbia on St. Patrick's day Scanlon 
has given very happy expression to a few 
historical facta wbidi sbould not be for- 
gotten: 

You now have royal beaux aroon, 
Who dance around yon late and noon. 
Like atan around the anmmer moon 

Outrivaled by your glory. 
But in the days when you were young 
And sleuthbounds on your f(M)tsteps hung 
While royal masters gave them tongue. 
It waa then a different atory. 

But in thoee dark and evil daya 
Ould Ireland roee beyond the aaya 

And backetl your throne-upsetting ways. 
In the face of rack and prison, 
.\nd gave you all she had, asthore — 
Strong hands, warm hearts and love 
galore, 

And cheered you from sea-beat shore 
Till all your atara had rlaea. 

I tmat that time wlU narar coma when 
the voice of Irelatd will not be baaid 
upon the idde of juatice and humanity. 
It is a matter of universal regret and of 
inexpi e-.salile shame that otl'.cr nations, 
in a better iKJsition to be heard vipon be- 
half of the Hoers to speak a wonl of com- 
fort or encouragement, maintain what 
they call a diacreet ailence. The course 
or onr own Government and people is 
perhapa the moat diamafnl of all. The 
apirit of commardaliam, and not that of 
1776, ia now apparently the dominant 
force. I do not, however, believe that 
the shameful degeneracy which all this 
signifies extends far l)eyond the limits of 
the pro-British .administration of which 
•Secretary Hay is the oflicial rejjresenta- 
tive, and which would, if it were allowed, 
and it must be conceded with a great 
deal iA propriety, remove the American 
example from our national atandarda 
and anhatitnte a Biltlih magirfe. The 
great maiaei of liberty loving, juatice 
worahiping people of America are not 
however, represented by Hay. If he had 
had his way, Englauil, and not the Sen 
ate of the Cnited State, would have dic- 
tated the terms of the treaty recently 
entered into, and the great canal which 
American money is to build would not 
have an American gun to protect it. 
America haa never heretofore failed to 
raiae her voice in behalf of a country 
atmggling for ita liberty, for the God 
given right of aelf-govemment, and her 
silence now is due In no small degree to 
a shameful deception which there is good 
reason to believe Hay haa aided in prac- 
ticing upon the people of the United 
States. 

We had it dunned into our ears, iter 
ated and reilerate<l in a thousand dif- 
ferent forms that while our war with 
Spain waa going on England was the one 
friend we had among the natfow of the 
earth, and thai bnt for her friendly inter' 
ference in our behalf all the powen of 
Enrope would have made war upon us 
At banquets, in ix>litical meetings, on 
the rostrum and very often in the pulpits 
even, we heard of the atlection which 
should exist Iwtween " I'.nglish-speakiug 
races" with "hands across the sea" and 
whose "blood was so much thicker than 
water," and America would never forget 
what England had dona for her in her 
hour of peril. It waa a moat faadnating 
atory and' told 80 oftaa and with auch 
apparent authority that no one acarcely 
but a few Iriah-Americana dared to doubt 
it. And even among Irish-Americans 
there were thooe who were ready to can- 
cel at least half their debt against Hug- 
land in consideration of what she wa-s 
supposed to have done for thia country 
at b trying a time. 

I^e British were delighted with the 
whole situation, but they carried their 
trying hypocriay jaat a Uttle too far. 
They aeemed to be particularly bent on 
ebowing that Germany, a country with 
which this republic never had a quarrel 
or cause of quarrel, and I hope never 
will, waa particulariy antagoniatic to the 
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I'nitetl States during the Spanish war, 
and tried to enlist other nations as well 
against us. The lie worked very well 
until it reached the ears of the German 
Emperor, who promptly expoeed it and 
the Britiah hypocricy behind it. The 
official docnmanta in the poaaia 
aion of -the German Government 
were pabUahad in the official preaa. of 
Germany, and behold the uncontest- 
able fact was brought to light that 
the only government which sought 
through its agents to combine and con- 
federate all the powers of Europe against 
the I'nited States was the British Gov- 
ernment through iu Washington agent. 
Secretary Say'a apecial friend, my Lord 
Pauncefote. No one doubta that Paunce- 
fote rapnaented the wiahea of hia Gov- 
ernment in doing what he did. *Had any 
other Ambassador or Minister from any 
foreign Oovernnu nt done in Washington 
what the oflicial record shows Paunce- 
fote ilid, he would have been sent home 
without a day's delay, just as Sackville 
was sent back to England a few years 
ago by Mr. Cleveland. 

Now that the fraud by which the 
aileuce of the American people waa in a 
gieat meaanre aecnred baa been expoeed, 
it ia to be hoped that the old.time man- 
hood of the nation will aaaert itaelf , and 
that if our Government can not etretch 
its strong arm to save the two South 
American republics from destruction, it 
can at least let its voice be heard on lie- 
half of the Boer women and children 
who are perishing by the thousands in 
the murderous concentration camps. The 
voice of Columbia should certainly be 
heard in aolemn proteat against a war 
upon women and children. 

It muat be intenaely gratifying to the 
lovers of liberty and juatice tba world 
over to observe that neither the indiffer- 
ence of those who should be their friends 
nor the malice of their British enemies 
has been able to once shake the deter- 
mination of the brave burghers to main- 
tain tbe indejiendence of their country. 
They have already provided graves in 
the Transvaal for more than 20,000 of 
their aaaailanta, and the brave Delarey 
and De Wet in the laat few weeks have 
given Bngland the moat convincing aa- 
aurance that there ia atill room to apare 
for as many more. The end of the Boer 
war has not yet come, often as it has 
t)een announced by Vjigland and her 
hirelings on IxUh sides of the Atlantic, 
and unless present signs fail before it ar- 
rives meetings of pro-Boer sympatbizera 
may be in order. When and where more 
approDriatt'lv tli iii on this night and at

Conor O'Kelly, M. P., has received an 
official intimation that hard Ashbourne 
has removed his name fram tlM ooamis- 
sion of the peace. 

Two games of football were played on 
the Jones road grounds, near Dnblia, on 
the first Sunday ot this month. DobHo 
defeated Mcalb, aad iMth beat WIdt- 
low. . 

The Westport branch of the Irish 
Iveague, assisted by all others in the dis- 
trict, has arranged a great reception for 
WilUam O'Briea apon Ua arrival from 
AnatraHa. 

The Lord Biahop of Oseo ry has -ap- 
pointed Rev. John CoatJgan, of Csllan, to 
the pastor.ite of Kiliiiacow, rendered 
vacant by the lanienteil death of Rev. 
Thomas Kenne<ly. 

A destructive fire broke out at the 
Shannon Uscnit factory in Limerick, the 
eztenaive boiUinga being aloiaat con- 
pletely bnrocd down. Tlie damage U 
estimate<l at f .0,000. 

The death is annouiice<l at Short Ca.H- 
tle, Mallow, at the aj;e of seventy-four 
years, of Andrew P. Loons, who was 
County Surveyor of the Kast Riding of 
County Court for several years. 

The aUtement is made that the Chris- 
tian Rrotbera are withdrawing from St. 
Mary's parish. Clonmel. and have nott- 
rie<l the Bishop of Wateiford. It is said 
a national school will be established in 
the parish before very long. 

It is announced that Mr. Lehane, Na- 
tional School Inspector in Boyle, has 
been appointed ezaminer in Irish all 
over Irriaad. The vacaaey in the Gal - 
way district will be filled Bp by the ap- 
pointment of Henry Mahon. 

At a larf»e!y ntteiide<l meeting heltl in 
Helfast to take steps for duly celebrating 
the l'"inniet centenary next year Michael 
Davitt made a most elo<|uent and im- 
portant speech, reviewing the history of 
Kmmet and bis efforts for Ireland. 

Daniel Leary, aged eighty-two, came 
to a shocking death at a place calle<1 
Ballyroe, near Leap, by falling into the 
tir-- in a fit on his face and hands while 
thf other iiitnntes of the house were out. 
When his wife rctnmsd aad laissd him 
lip he waa dead. 

The body of the woman found in the 
Blackstafl river, near the goods depart- 
ment of the Orsat Northera. railway 
terminus at Belfast, has beea identified 
as that of a married woman named Mary 
Dorman, who rereiilly resided with her 
sister on Roumania street, Belfast. 

While feeding a donkey in a shed at 
the rear of Coates street, Belfast, a boy 
named William Blain waa killed insUn- 
taneonslv by the roof of the hailding 

suddenly giving way. The uafMrtanate 
lad, who was only eleven years old, was 
dead when extricated, his injuries being 
of a shocking character. 

Justice Andrew, in his charge to the 
grand jury of King's county in opening 
the assises at TaUanore. said he was 
happy to say the tetaras riiowed a con- 
tinued decrease in the cases of intoxica- 
tion. On the whole the county was in a 
satisfactory state. There were only nine 
bills to be investigated by the grand jury. 

At the Kingstown Urban Council meet- 
ing Stanialana Murphy was elected Sec- 
retary to the Ufhan Ooaadl by toorteen 
votes, as agalaat asveu votiss raoofdad for 
M. A. Manning. I>. P. Ooadoe was ap- 
pointed accountant. There were sixteen 
candidates for the positloo of Secreury 
and the sasM Boaibar for that of aeeount- 
aut. 

Messrs. Bmen and Heard, resident 
Magistratea, sat st the Court House, 
Templemore, to investigate the charges 
of alleged unlawful assembly against a 
Bumber of bmb who took part ia a meet- 
ing held at Kirwaa'a Cross some tiaie 
ago. On the appHcattoe of District In- 
spector White aa adjoureiiwt was 
granted. 

At the Drumcondra petty sessions a 
man giving bis naaie u Thomas Mat- 
thews sad aa addrsss ia Chnreh strset, 
DnbliB, was ssateaced to siz weeks' im- 
prisouraent for haviag baiglarioody en- 
tered the premises of Pateiek SBnllen, 
near Ghsnevln. Francis Mslone, of Cab- 
inteely, was fiue<I $-'>0 for having failed 
to notify the fact that his sheep were 
affected with scab. 

At Loughglynn, County Roscommon, 
Messrs. John Pitzgibbon and Patrick 
Webb were each aenteaced to be impris- 
oned in SHgo jiil for a term of two 
montba. At the end of that term the 
accused should enter into sureties to be 
of good behavior, or in default they were 
to be detained in prison for a further 
;iriio<I uf two months. Both the aocnsed 
l^ave notice of appeal. 

Detective Sergeant Byrne arrested at 
Uueenstown a man named Joaeph Tynou, 
who had a ticket in the Amencan liner 
Waaslaad for Philadelphia, oa the charge 
of laroeay. It sabseqaeatly tranapired 
by the priaoner'a admission thst he 
opened a letter addressed to his father at 
Mountmelltck and took a check which it 
contained. The accused was taken before 
Capt. Attridge and remanded. 

At the Weatmeath assizes, before the 
Lord Chief Baron, John Joaeph Reynolds, 
late cashier of the Moate btaach of the 
aatiooal bank, waa charged with cmbez- 
sling oertaia suaw, the aieaeys of the 
hank. The jmry after a riMft abaeaoe 
found t'ae accused guilty of gross negli- 
gence, but not guilty of fraud. The 
Lord Chief Baron aaid that was a verdict 
of not guilty and the accused was dis- 
charged.
